- Whereas there is a heavy rush of 
traffic on the Janpath and parking of vehicles on either side 
of it is likely to cause serious accidents thereby endangering 
the safety of persons using this road ; 

And whereas it is necessary to take immediate steps to safe 
guard against such accidents . 

Now , therefore , I , Distrate Magistrate , Delhi in exercise of 
the powers conferred on me under section 33 of the Bombay 
Police Act, 1951 as extended to the Union Territory of Delhi 
do hereby order that no person shall park or cause to be 
parked any vehicle on either side of Janpath from its junction 
with Janpath Circus on the one side and Keeling Road on 
the other.
